Theme: Students German Free Car ps, 

Around the 15th of November, 1958, the Czech Gw ern- 
ment mobilized several of the younger classes, Since May of 
1938 there were constant movements of Troops within the country. 
For this reason young German nationals escaped into the forests 
and crossed the German frontier in order to this avoid being made 
sub ject to the Czech dwafte The sonsequence of the stream of 
refugees which was flowing across the German frontier after 


the Czech mobilization ,ws&xxhaxSarmanx was that he head of 
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The German or Sudeten German party, Knorad Henlein, requested 
the formation of A Sudeten German Free Corps, It was the 
purpose of this Free Carps to collect all young German “ation- 
als in a der to avoid forming of gangs at the frontier. 

Only after the German Wehrmacht the Free Corps entered 
again Sudeten German territory. One cannot talk of a mazkxxx 
marching into this area since such a marching did not take place, 
This so-called free-corps was merely lead back. The detached 
fuehrer of the SA were only a very small percentage of its 


entire strength and in it's leadership also was composed of

connection with the events of the 8th and 9th of November, 198, 


in the area of the corps there were hardly any impo tant ex- 


cesses against the Jewish part of the population aside farx 
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from the regrettable destruction of some synagogues. There 
was no wder issued on the part of the SA corps to destroy syna- 
goguese The SA group did everything in œ der to keep their hands 
clean on this affair, for instance the corps made the demand 
to have two SA Fuehrers arrested and punished, because during 
the night in question they had molested a Jewish womm in her 
apartment. One of the participants in this was a personality 
known all over as the bearer of the honorary golden insignia 
of the NSDAP. Both were inmediately expelled from mx the SA. 
The Gestapo arrested them and put them into the Dachau concen- 
tration camp. As far as Irecall theywere also excluded from 
the party. 

Themes SOth of June 1934. 

I quote: The Prosecution indictment charges the 
SA with having been ax a willing tool in the hands of the con- 
spirators. This dœ s not correspond to the facts. Proof for 
this will be the events od the 30th of June, 1934. As one of 
the survivors of the ® due 1954 I wish to make statements 
to this group of questions as to how the SA at that timer egard- 
ed the situation within the party and how it continued to 
develop as we saw it. This alsoreflects the views of the 
deputy of the Chief of Staff, Roehm, Obergruppenfuehrer of the 
SA Ritter Von Krausser, with whom I discussed this problem. 


In May 1934 within the frame work of the party, the SA lead 


it's own life. The mass of the SA had no or, little contact 


with the party. It is true that Hitler was Sup eme SA Fuehrer 
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in name, but in reality he had no connection with the SA, any 


more than, let us say, with the DAF. The following situation 


prevailed in 1934. Every mxgamizatkax free expresd on of 


Te ee 
opinion was expressed and the r gm ization diagran was declared 


supreme. Everything was co-ordinated and the entire population 
was dominated by compulsion. The people in the kno were not 
deceived by the successes regarding the real situation. The 
SA was always enthusiastic fæ a leadership state. Hitler 
was supposed to be a people s' leader but not a dictator. Hardly 
noticeable the party had taken on a different face. That was 
an untenable situation. On our part we rejected anything look- 
ing lile compulsion or a diagram. The SA considered it it's 
duty to take a responsible part in the further development. 
This was a cause for the opposition under the leadership 
of the Chief of the S*aff himself, at first strictly camouflaged. 
The intentionwas to eliminate the present system and to sub- 
stitute for itea real people's government. The army was to 
remain unpolitical and was to serve merely as a protection 
ageinst aggression on the outside. It seemed that Roehm 
had bem in touch fo sometime with abroad, primarily with 
official offices in England and Francee In that connection 
he had himself declared personally responsible for a peoples! 
state. The name of SA Obergruppenfuehrer Von Detten was men- 
tioned to me as one of the mediators in this connection. 

Buring the so-called spring trip Odenwald in 1954, 


Roehm again convinced himself personally of the possibility 
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of a committment of the higher SA Fuehrers in responsible 

tasksm of the future. Then arrived the 30th of June, 1934, and 
the events and the results of this day are well known. This 

was the first really promising attempt to ovæ -throw the dic- 
tatorship which was not wanted by the SAe More than 200 of my 
colleagues, ministers, etc. were shot. ‘Since that date Heinrich 
Himmler was the un-crowned King in Germany, and since that time 
compulsion triumphed with use The SA had the function to complete 
only insignificant tasks since the 30th of June, 1934, since

appendageeSince the 30th of June, 1934, one did not really 


know what to do without our officials and the SA was supposed 
to enter the wehrspot training, but in reality the party only 
gave to the SA tasks whichwere entirely subordinate, like 
colle ction of junk, winter relief work, employment for relief 
during cateastrophies and as a back ground at assemblies.

According to investigations carried out by the police, 
about 50 persons had become the victims of this revolutionary 
activity in Berlin. The number estimated by Gisevius to be }00 
is exaggerated. 

RURTEXKE Pacification by the SA. Systematic anti- 
Jewish propaganda was not carried on by the SA næ by the 
Gestapo before Himmler's time in 1933, By means of a mx juris- 


prudence of it's own and the SA field police, order was grad- 


ually introduced into the SA. By admitting large numbers of 


Communists, that partly already oveurred in the camps, and 
by admitting peaceful citizens (about 80,000 in Berlin in all) 
the fight against Yommunists collapsed of itself. Ina 
similar manner the "revolutionary clan” of about the turn of 
the year 1935-34 had also passed. 

The SA excesses about which I presented a repat 
to Gœ ring and Hitler in January of 1934 were taken by 
Hitler as a pretext for his measures against the SA after 
Himmler and Heydrick had taken over the leadership of the pol- 
ittcal police.

I quote: "I belonged to the Police from 1920 to 199. 
From 1928 ôn I encountentted within my service district - I was 
at that time an official in the rural police in Kreis Ziegenhain, 
district Kassel, later Fra kenberg/Eder - for the first time, 
National Rmekk Socialists. I had to carry out the supervision 
of political meetings in order to prevent excesses. ‘The Social 
Democratic ‘arty and the Communist Party were the strongest 
parties in my district. 

"The appearance of National Socialists in meetings 


of their own was considered by the adherents of the above 


named Leftist Party to be a provocation in itself although 


the NSDAP presented a legal political party. It was especial ly 
noticeable that in small rural communities where up to that 
time political hatred had been entirely unknown, individual 
members of the community were hated inexplicably as soon 

as they confessed themselves to be adherents of the NSDAP 

and were persecuted accordingly. I ascribe this to the un- 
favorable and conscious influsnce by leading functionaries of 
the Leftist Parties. Still today I remember a series of cases 
where lecturers who spoke onbehalf of the National Socialists 
at meetings of the Leftist Parties were beaten and kicked so 
that I was fa ced, in order to protect the persons concerned, 
to take police measures and to threaten disbanding the meet- 


ing should such incidents vecur."
